On  the  littli  day  of  Mareli  la,>ft  year  your  Cuminittee  was 
appointed  to  iioo-oeiate  and  arrange  for  the  holding  of  a  series 
(if  Oi'EN  AiiJ  Sku  ,  iCKs  during  the  Sunuiior  Sabbath  after- 
noons ;  the  .seiles  to  be  suitable  to  tlie  masses  not  attendim*- 
any  phice  of  woi'sliip. 

The  noAelty  of  the  undertaking  in  this  eonnnunity  ret^uired 
that  it  should  l)e  entered  upon  with  some  degree  of  eaution. 
A.  few  rules  weie  required  in  the  undertaking  : — The  Minis- 
ter oflT</iating  for  the  day  was  to  have  the  full  direction  and 
nuuiagement  of  the  meethig  for  the  hour  ;  he  was  to  use  what 
books,  sing  what  Psalms  and  Hymns  he  deemed  suitable, 
and  call  the  aid  of  any  he  Jin'ght  feel  desirous  to  assist  him  ; 
but  he  would  re(|uir(*  to  (dose  the  service  and  dismiss  the 
meeting  in  one  hour. 

When  unable  to  obtain  Cleigymen,  your  Connnittee  agreed 
that  the  Meetings  should  l)e  held,  the  Scriptures  read,  and 
endeavor  to  get  a  laynian  to  deliver  an  address. 

After  several  ineifectual  attempts  to  get  Ministers  to  engaW 
in  it  earlier,  it  was  not  till  the  •24th  June,  when  the  Rev.  Mr.'^ 
Munro  preached  at  the  Market  Square,  to  a  very  numerous 
and  attentive  audience.  And  every  Sabbath  afternoon  since 
wfe  have  continued  to  assemble  in  variou'^  places  through- 
tiit  the  (^ity,  in  the  foilowinpr  order  :

T'.ie  Hcv.  ]Mr.  ?Juiiro  af^-reoil  to  ilolivor  tlio  closing  a(ldres!:i 
ol"  the  season,  bnl.  for  the  fir.st  time,  tlie  weatlier  wa.s  uiiKt  for 
lioKliug  the  service.  In  all  fifteen  meetings  being  iield  :  tiiat 
\<  over  one  for  every  Kv.    gelieal  Chiivcli  in  tiie  City. 

It  wouhl  be  saying  too  little  to  simply  express  the  fact 
lliat  the  "  andienees  \verc  attentive  "  as  well  as  numerous  ; 
they  were  in  many  instances  serious  and  solemn, — the  oidy 
interrupti(»n.  on  one  or  two  occasions,  proceeding  from  the 
noise  of  Hinie  children  jtlaying  in  the  neighborhood,  who  had 
never  ix'en  trained  to  habits  of  Church  going,  or  even  to 
spiritual  worshij) — but  even  they  might  be  easily  subdued 
into  attentixe  listening  by  a  few  [)ersons  mingling  with  them. 
We  have  here  recorded  the  names  of  the  men   officiating

avA  tlKjir  subji'(  t>  :  other  results  we  cannot  mention,  hut  they 
are    reeorded    in    the  book   (tf   (Jod's   remembrance,    and   if 
sueeessful  on  that  day  "  when  the   books  are  opened"  will 
testify  to  the  riches  of  tbe  "ilory  of  His  oraee.     If  nnsueeessful 
they  will  tistify  to  the  praise  of  tiic  glory  oC  Onniijiotent  .lus- 
tii-i'.      \t  all  events  your  ('oniniittec  feel  encouraiicd  at  the 
indications  of  r-o   much  zeal   anil  spiritual    life    engendered 
among  the  sevei:il  Churclics  (»f  the  City — every  one  of  which 
has  o'iven  its  u;i  midifietl  a):,  robatioii  of  the  step,  if  not  their 
aid.      At  the  ti.ily  catholic  spirit  so  ])roniinent  in  the  move- 
ment, and  at  the  very  favorable  treatm:jit   the  undertaking- 
has  received  at  the  hands  of  the  jn-oprietors  of  the  city  press, 
who  have  uniformly  inserted  their  notices  and  acted  in  a  very 
(rourteous  spirit  toward  the  movement,  to  all   of   wbom   they 
beg  to  return  cordial  thanks. 

There  are  some  Clergymen  who  had  and  perhaps  still  have 
conscientious  scruples  against  open-air  |  reaching  who  might 
be  willing  to  undertake  the  further  prosecution  of  the  cffiirt 
iluring  the  winter  in  some  conunodious  building,  and  to  them 
they  would  now  assign  it  for  the  i>resent. 

The  Connnittee  record  their  grateful  acknowledgment  to 
the  several  Clergymen  and  other  gentlemen  who  so  willingly 
cauie  up  to  the  work.  Also  to  Mr.  3IcAlpine,  who  so  ably 
officiated  as  Presenter  in  the  absence  of  and  with  Mr.  Mor- 
ton, the  Halifix  City  Missionary  ;  io  v/hom  they  also  record 
their  thanks. 

An  expenditure  of  two  pounds  and  eight  shillings  was 
incarroil  for  printing  and  getting  the  bills  posted  up. — 
Even  this  may  be  saved  on  any  future  occasion.  Thus 
showing  how  nuich  good  may  be  attempted  at  compara- 
tively no  expense.
